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Water Level Adjustment 
To Aid Fish, Waterfowei 
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Water levels will be adjusted 
this year in the Chain-O-Lakes 
region to benefit fish and water- 
fowl in northern Illinois, 

William Cellini, director of the 
Illinois Department of Public 
Works and Buildings, said the 
division of waterways will raise 
water levels ' in the Fox river 
and Chain-O-Lakes in mid-March, 
a month earlier than usual. 

Barring an early freeze, he 
said the division will postpone 
lowering the water level until 
early December. This is normally 
accomplished each* year in early 
November when the McHenry 
County lock and dam gates are 
opened and the level is lowered 
1.5. to 1.6 feet, Cellini said.

Calllnlsald the plan was formu- 
lated at a meeting last, month of 
members of the divisioriUf water- 
ways and the Illinois Department 
of Conservation. 

Members of the division of wa- 
terways contend that raising the 
water level in the spring will pro- 
vide a holding basin for spring 
flood waters and minimize dock 
damage due to ice formation. 
' According to representatives 
from the conservation depart - 
ment, the earlier rise in March 
will provide more spawning habi- 
tat for' northern pike. Keeping 
the water level higher will tend 
to keep waterfowl in the area 
longer and protect fish. 

These added benefits will not 
detract from earlier flood con- 
trol and property damage precau- 
tions, Cellini added.

The mayor said the village la 
negotiating for the purchase of a 
site behind Main Street to be 
used as a parking lot, but has 
not been able to come to terms 
with the owner. 

Schroeder said: "Then take out 
my parking meter, and paint the 
curb in front of my business red 
or give me a loading zone." 

"It can't be- done," said the 
mayor. 

Schroeder said drivers of de- 
livery trucks don't want to use 
the street behind Main Street 
because Its condition darfages 
their cargo. 

The village applied gravel to 
the street Tuesday. 

Schroeder also askccl that sand 
and salt be applied on Winsor 
Drive from Main Street since it is 
coated with ice and is a hazard. 

Schroeder was told that Win- 
sor Drive was a private street. 
It was pointed out that heavy 
trucks can't, drive into the street 
to apply salt and gravel. Use 
of a smaller truck was proposed 
to enter the street to disrtibute 
ice thawing chemicals and gravel. 



A proposed $5 million apart- 
ment development program In 
southeast Antioch has been sent 
back to the Antioch Zoning Board 
of Appeals for reconsideration. 

The trustees Monday night ask- 
ed the Zoning Board to take • en- 
other look at the giant project 
after they learned of the Zoning 
Board's recommendation against 
revising the Zoning - Ordinance 
to permit construction of the 12 
apartment buildings with more 
than 360 units on Rte. 173, just 
west of Lyons-Ryan Ford Sales. 

After the public hearing Jan. 
11, the Zoning Board of Appeals 
voted S to to turn down the pe- 
tition of Homer LaPlant, the sell- 
er, and Richey Graham, Jr., the 
developer, to amend the ordin- 
ance and grant them a special 
use permit from the present 
manufacturing classification. 

The reason behind the Zoning 
Board's decision, was that in 
amending the ; ordinance and 
granting the . petition it would 
greatly limit the available land 
for industry and that the Plan- 
ning Commission had concurred 
in its findings. 

The Zoning Board held that the 
23 acres was "prime industrial 
property". 

There was no objection voiced 
against the zoning revision at -the 
public hearing conducted by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals a week 
ago. •' ' 

The developer proposed to use 
about 11 acres for the apartment 
complex development, and .the 
inundated section in the plot .to 
be used for recreation purposes 
such as a swimming pool, putting 
green, tennis court, and play 
ground. 

Three acres fronting the silo 
would be used for commercial 
development, it was pointed out. 

"I believe the trustees acted 
correctly' in asking the Zoning 
Board to reconsider new informa-

Windshield wipers should be checked fre-? 
quently during winter for cracking and general 
wear, said the chief. They can be replaced inex- 
pensively and could save serious trouble later, 

,In cold weather windshield washers should 
be filled with an anti-f feeze solution to prevent 
ice damage to windows. 

In temperatures down to 10 degrees above 
\ /zej:c^ the -mixture is\ one part solution to five 
parts water; for" temperature below zero, .the mix- 
ture may be either one to two-and-one-half or one 
to two.

Dr. Roger Egcberg, 
Assistant Secretary for Health 
and Scientific Affairs for Health 
Education and Welfare, described 
alcoholism as the nation's num- 
ber one health problem, affecting 
6.5 million Americans. A-' recent 
survey conducted by researchers 
at George Washington University 
indicated that there may be as 
many as nine million alcoholics in, 
the U. S. Alcoholism strikes every 
13th American. 

Concern for alcoholism is no- 
where near as great today as the 
concern for drug addiction and

about drug addiction. And too, than concern," Dr. Adelman said, 
ny people still have many mis- "People have now become more 

enlightened. Mental illness, ven- 
ereal, disease and unwanted preg- 
nancy .pre now treated immedi- 
ately, and the person "afflicted Is 
usually treated with compassion 
and understanding rather ' than 
scorn and shame. Unfortunately, 
attitudes toward alcoholism have 
changed very little. People have 
forgotten that alcohol is a drug, 
* .and that with any drug, there is 
addiction. Addiction cannot be 
controlled by scorn and shame," 
Dr. . Adelman ocntinued. 

"The most crucial step to be 
taken in combatting alcoholism," 
he said, "is to discover and treat 
the disease early. Warning sig- 
nals of alcoholism include: Diffi- 
cult to get along with when 
drinking . . .. drinks 'because, he 
is depressed* . . . drinks to 'calm 
his nerves' . . . drinks until he is 
'dead drunk' at times . . . can't 
remember parts of some drinking 
episodes . . .hides liquor . . . 
lies about his drinking . . . neg- 
lects to eat' when he is drinking 
. . . neglects his family when he 
is drinking. 

"The Lake County Council on 
Alcoholism can help the alcoholic, 
his family and friends," Dr. 
Alclman said. 



abuse, nor docs the problem of 
alcohlism' receive more than a 
fraction as much Federal fund- 
ing as cancer, heart disease and 
mental illness. Yet alcoholism 
ranks as a_ serious .health prob- 
lem. • • l_t : 

VTh damage that alcoholism 
and the alcoholic do to business 
is phenomenal," said Dr. Raph- 
ael -M. Adelman, President of the 
Lake County; Council on, Alcohol- 
ism/. . ''Industry estimates that 
over 6 billion dollars is lost every 
year due to alcoholism. This in- 
cludes "absenteeism, equipment 
damage, faulty decisions and ac- 
cidents. The damage done to the 
families and friends of the alco- 
holic is immeasurable." 

ir.tho problem of alcoholism is 
so widespread and does so much 
damage, then why. isn't more 
done -about it? 

"Because most people think al- 
coholism has been' conrtolled or 
contained," said ' Dr. Adelman. 
"You don't hear about alcoholism 



to joke and laugh at a friend or 
relative who 'drinks too much.' 
Drinking too much is sometimes 
looked upon as almost an attrl- 
but or a laughable trait— but 
rarely with deep concern. 

"All of these attitudes have and 
still are greatly impeding any 
progress that might be made 
against, the disease. It is. sad 
that in this day and age, many 
families- stricken by alcoholism 
would rather hide the fact than 
get help for the alcoholic. They 
arc more ashamed than con- 
cerned. Can you imagine being 
ashamed that your husband or 
wife, mother or father had a 
heart disease? This is the prob- 
lem we are up against in combat- 
ting alcoholism. The problem of 
shifting people's attitudes is peW 
haps tougher than combatting 
the disease itself," Dr. Adelman 
said: — 

, He went on to point out that 
alcoholism remains' in the same 
attitudinal framework that men- 
tal illness and venereal disease 
scaped from years ago. "Twen- 
ty or* even 15 years ago, anyone 
stricken with mental illness was 
likely to be hidden away. His 
family .was embarrassed about 
the disease and preferred jibt Jo 
discuss it, "especially in public. 
Anyone contracting venereal, dis- 
ease was even worse off. This 
person could face expulsion from 
his family rather than help. The 
same thing used to be true about 
unwed mothers. Their prcdica-

From the beginning of the 
United' States and long after, the 
security of the nation and Of the 
individual depended upon rifles 
and handguns that held. predators, 
both human and animal, at bay. 
Every -.schoolchild knows, or 
should know, the pare that the 
skill of American riflemen have 
played in our history from' the 
Battle of; Bunker Hill to the jun- 
gles of Vietnam. 
, The extent to' which' a nation 
may have to depend upon citi- 
zen possession of firearms can be 
seen in Israel. Mr. Jac Weller, 
honorary curator of the West 
Point Museum, and .author of 
several books on military history, 
has** .written of the current tra- 
vails of Israel, which he calls "A 
Nation of Armed Citizens." He 
says, ". . . it's difficult in Israel 
today to distinguish . between the 
military apparatus and the civil- 
ians-in-arms." In some areas of 
Israel, every individual must car- 
ry his personal weapon with htm 
at all times.
